The 
election programs of both 
British parties have empha- 
sized the importance of dis- 
armament and other negotia- 
tions with the Soviet Union 
aimed at further leasing of 
East-West tension.

There were no lights shin- 
ing from the two-story build- 
ing, which was in darkness 
apart from two outside lights 
illuminating the entrance.

It was the first time a So- 
viet delegation dealing with 
consumer goods had visited 
Britain since World War II. 
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Consultations Seen 

Diplomatic observers here 
expected early close Western 
consultations to assess the 
implications on East-West re- 
lations of Khrushchev’s re- 
placement as party secretary 
by Leonid Brezhnev and as 
premier by Alexei Kosygin. 

The observers said Western 
diplomats also would care- 1 
fully watch the reaction of 
Communist China to the res- 
ignation, particularly in the 
context of the Sino-Soviet 
ideological dispute. 

The British Government 
was expected to send mes- 
sages of good wishes to the 
new Soviet leaders. 

Meetings Recalled 

Douglas-Home met Khru- 
shchev in August, 1963, when 
he was in Moscow to sign the 
nuclear test ban treaty. 

Butler met him in July dur- 
ing a short official visit to 
Moscow.
